Wants to go Back. 


It has been given out recently 
that if Emin Pasha could.have the 
backing of a German contingent 
he would gladly return to the in- 
terior of Africa and not only re- 
cover all the territory vacated buta 
great deal more. He was never in 
‘a tight place—that is, one where 
he could not hold the country, 
until the Egyption soldiers were 
false tohim. That was really the 
secret of his failure. He had ac- 
complished great things. He had | 
given peace and security to a large 
territory, had taught the natives 
useful arts and had instructed 
them in the ways of a higher civil- 
ization. The Egyption troops 
clamored for their pay. They 
wanted togo home. In short, they 
refused to do duty as soldiers, and 
did, in fact, defeat Emin’s plans. 
No doubt, with a thousand Ger- 
man soldiers, Emin Pasha could 
take possession and hold the ter- 
ritory that he has ‘yacated. The 
natives, for the most part, would 
be friendly to him. They had 
learned to look upon him as their 
protector and friend. It is not 


Weekly, 


likely that they would make any | 


strong opposition to his return. 
But, says the Bulletin, it is hardly 
probable that a foree of German 
soldiers would go to the interior 
of Africa for the purpose of re- 
claiming territory without the 
consent of the Khedive. If those 
provinces were once reclaimed by 
such means, the German title 
might be made good. Emip Pasha 
did not want to leave the country, 
and, now that he has left, talks of 
going back. At last accounts he 
had reached Zanzibar, and appears 
to be in no hurry to reach Lower 
Egypt, and to go thence to Ger- 
many, until he has reported to the 
Khedive and has been regularly 
discharged. Emin Pasha is au 
Egyptian officer. He has _ inti- 
mated that he is ready to accept 
farther service from the Khedive. 
He will, of course, publish his own 
account of his administration in 
Egypt. It wil! probably appear 
first in German; but may not see 
the light until after Stanley’s book 
has been published. 
Stanley went into the iuterior of 
Africa to rescue Emin Pasha. If 
the statements of the latter are to 
be accepted, he did not much want 
to be rescued. What he really 
wanted was an acditional force, 
with some money to pay off muti- 
nous troops. He had ivory enough 
on which money could be raised if 
he could get it toa safe place. As 
long as he could send it to Khar- 
toum and sell it for a low price, 
but for ready money, he appears to 
have been all right. It is a strange 
turn of events that this rescued 
man wants to go back, and is 
willing to brave all the perils and 
hardships, whatever they may be, 


for the sake of reigning once more 
over a strange pcople.

weakness, perhaps, of Americans isa 
boastfulness which is far enough re- 
moved from true patriotism, and it is 
undoubtedly a characteristic of ours 
which does more than any thing to re- 
tard our progress. The spirit of true 
patriotism as indicated by these words 
of Dr. Thomas Arnold: ‘‘My love for 
any person or place or institution is ex- 
actly the measure of my desire to re- 
form them;” and, as he says, it ought 
not to be difficult for any one more than 
six years old to understand this. It 
must have often been observed that 
those who most loudly praise every 
thing as it isin America are precisely 
those who grow fat on American abuses, 
I remember once a member of our worst 
class of rich men on landing in New 
York was loud in his praise of America, 
and pronounced to all the world his in- 
tention to live in America, and make all 
his investments in America. ‘*‘No won- 
der,” I thought, ‘‘you say there is no 
country like America. It istrue. In 
any other civilized country you would 
have been safely lodged in the peniten- 
tiary long ago.” 

The reason why it is both a privilege 
and a delight to live in the United States 
is because, as has been well said, 
“America is only another name. for 
opportunity.” No country on the face 
of the earth has ever been granted such 
boundiess opportunities as the United 
States, and it is our mission to develop 
here a glorious civilization; but, on the 
things which make up a high civiliza- 
tion,as science,art, literature,we are not | 
equal to Europe. We simply make our- 
selves laughable when we assert such a 
thing, and in many of the things which 
it was specially my province to observe 
I think we are fifty years behind Europe. 
I think that in all that goes to make up 
what wecall municipal government we 
are fully fifty years behind England 
and Germany. Weare perhaps not s0 
far behind in “adueation, but in every 
branch of education, from common 
school to university, we are still far be- 
hind the best which Europe offers. Our 
universities are lessening the differ- 
ences between themselves and Euro- 
pean universities, but I think the 
distance between our common 
schools and European common 
schools is now continually increasing 
on account of the rapid progress which 
is being made on the other side of the 
Atlantic. Reflections like these are 
among the first which oceurred to me, 
because |I do not find this spirit of boast- 
fulness s0 abnormally deveioped, nor so 
diseased a sensitiveness to criticism on 
the part of Europeans oj the better 
A 
Germam or more especiallyan English- 
man, can indulge before sudiences of 
his countrymen in criticism of their 
own institutions which wotld blast for- 
ever the fortunes of an American politi- 
cian who should indulge in such criti- 
cism with us; and yet it is tais which is 
keeping the grand old countries of Eu- 
rope, like England and Germany, full 
of life and vigor and solid progress. We 
Americans are a gifted and ambitious 
people, and if we can be brought to rec- 
ognize the superiority of other coun- 
tries in many respects, it is quite cer- 
tain that we will make a determined ef- 
fort to correct our shortcomings. He is 
an enemy to his country who would 
keep his country in ignorance of the 
achievements of humanity in other 
lands.

THE FATE OF BOOKS. _ 


Ups and Downs of important Literary 
Works of Antiquity. 

The ups and downs of many an impor- | 
tant literary work of antiquity have 
been most singular. In a very unique. 
way they demonstrate the correctness | 


libelli.” It is well known that the ac- 
cidental discovery in a waste-basket in 
the Mount Sinai cloister of several 
leaves of the Codex Sinaiticus led to the 
finding by Tischendorf of that most fa- 
mous manuscript of the New ‘Testa- 
A recent publication by the 
French savant, Omont, has drawn at- 
tention to the strange fate of another 
old manuscript, and at the same time 
indicates the laborious methods to 
which scholars must resort in order to 
rediscover some of the lost remains of 
ancient literatures. In one of the well- 
known cloisters on Mount Athos, where | 
more than twenty thousand Greek man- | 
uscripts are preserved and awaiting 
further research, there existed at one 
time a sixth-century copy of the Pauline 
epistles. In the thirteenth century 
monkish ignorance destroyed this valu- 
able document, and used the leaves 
as binding for later and _ inferior 
books. A number of these manu- 
scripts in the seventeeth century found 
their way to Western Europe, and 
‘ame into possession of the French 
Ohancellor, Pierre Segnier, and are now 
‘ound in the Bibliotheque Nationale in 
Paris. In the year 1715 Montfaucon 
found in these buildings fourteen leaves 
of this old epistle manuscript. Some 
years later other leaves were found, 
namely, two in the Synodical Library 
at Moscow; four in the possession of 
Cishop Porfiri and of the Abbot Antonius, 
if Kiew; two in the University Library 
it Turin; nine in the library of the 
Lawracloisteron Mount Athos. In this 
way thirty-one leaves of this manu- 
script had been rediscovered, but scat- 
tered over all Europe. To these Omont 
has added ten more, one of which was 
found’'in the Rumjanzen Museum at 
Moscow, and nine in the collection 
which the French specialist in Greek 
literature, Emmanuel Miller, had found 
inan Athos cloister, and had been se- 
cured by the National Library in Paris. 
Of these nine leaves, however, two had 
in the beginning of this century in some 
way or other found their way to St. 
Petersburg, where-also one of the leaves 
of the nine originally belonging to 
Bishop Porfiri was rediscovered; and of 
the nihe leaves which Duchesne in 1875 
found in the cloister Lawra, one is now 
in Paris. 

Accordingly, the forty-one leaves of 
this sixth-century manuscript are found 
scattered in no fewer than eight li- 
braries, namely, twenty-two in the Na- 
tional Library of Paris, eight’ in the 
Lawra cloister on Mount Athos, two in 
the Synodical Library at Moscow, one 
in the Rumjanzen Museum at Moscow, 
three in the Imperial Library at St. 
Petersburg, three in the Academy of 
Kiew and two in the university at 
Turin. And yet these leaves contain 
only about one-tenth of all the 
epistles, namely, 234 verses, divided as 
follows: 16 from I. Corinthians, 42 from 
IJ. Corinthians, 28 from Galatians, 29 
from Colossians, 13 from J. ‘Thessa- 
lonians, 44 from Hebrews, 40 from I. 
Timothy, 9 from IL. Timothy and 13 
from Titus. 

By a similar process Prof. de Goije, of 
Leyden, has succeeded in rediscovering 
the works of Tabari, who for Arabic his- 
toriography is what Thucydides is for 
the Greek and Livy for the Latin. His 
nistory was supposed to have been lost, 
with the exception of a few fragments. 
De Goije, through correspondence with 
nearly all the libraries of Europe and 
many in the Moslem lands, has been 
able to gather together again all the 
parts and portions of this standard work, 
to which the library of the leading 
mosque in Tunis furnished the chief 
contribution. . Literary coadjutors are 
at work in dozens of libraries copying 
and collating the fragments, and it is 
supposed that five years will elapse be- 
fore the whole of this valuable work 
will be given to the historian and Ori- 
entalist.—Harper’s Weekly. 


How to Tell Bleached Blondes.
